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LAUGHS AND FEARS NEED BALANCE 
Britain’s current “go gay " drive seems to have a 
companion spirit in America, judging from the sudden 
and expanding postwar crop of festivals and celebra­ 
tions. 
Every where the trend now seems to be one toward 
jubilance, except within ourselves, where concern con­ 
tinues over the ruffled currents of the day . . . the 
shadows of suspicion and presentiment . . . the lingering 
pressure of the power complex. 
Perhaps it is this very hidden emotional tension 
which mak es the outward gavety , instead of the long 
sigh of relief and the relaxation which comes from gen­ 
uine peace. Perhaps all of this is merely a masque for 
fear that we haven’t really achieved peace, after all— 
but only it? outward semblance. 
If so the abandon of a complete “go gay ” idea is a 
bit premature. Festivals don’t hurt; they offer a pleas­ 
ant recapitulation of values other than war; but they 
shouldn’t develop into a form of national escape. Rather, 
they should be constructive enough to temper our nati­ 
onal humor so that we can go on with confident deter­ 
mination towards winning the final peace. 
Most of 
us wish that, lik e Eugene O’Neill’s “Laz­ 
arus Laughed,” we could gather up all of this festive 
impulse into one huge laugh which would sweep the 
world with its infection—a great, gurgling belly laugh 
which would dissipate presumptions and the lingering 
neurosis of war. 
One good humorist of the old, satire school might 
provok e the germ of such a belly laugh, but, unfortu­ 
nately , the atomic cloud has brought a universal blight. 
Consequently , we must put a lot of smaller smiles to­ 
gether and simply ’’grin and bear it” as a nation still 
capable of good humor and gravity of outlook . We must 
avoid the hy steria of complete escape. 
Along these same lines, we must avoid being stamped 
in the other direction. 
A fear complex is as bad as 
too much accent on hilarity , and we can go through the 
same old cycle of building up a bogey -man to haunt us. 
Pessimism draws the “big, bad bear” as a bigger and 
bigger bear, instead of injecting the rapier thrust which 
minimizes, ridicules, and dwarfs presumption. 
The rapier thrust is satire. 
If we can look back a 
bit we can see the opportunities we missed for lampoon­ 
ing Hitler and Mussolini, instead of feeding them on the 
inverted sustenance of bogey-men. Remember, too, the 
child. A recalcitrant boy responds quick est to ridicule. 
Dramatize his misdemeanors, on the other hand, and he 
may become a. felon. 
With a balanced national humor, we can manage all 
of these things. 
We can k eep our eyes open; we can 
maintain a firm hand; we can be happy at home; but 
we must mak e use of some of our zest to wield the 
old common denominator of satire. Let’s laugh first at 
our owrn complex; then laugh at others. Let’s show' the 
world that humor is something besides hy steria.

(2) Early in the development

radar it became necessary to deter­ 
mine the difference between a friendly 
ship or plane and one of the enemy .

through the development of the IFF— 
“Information, 
Friend 
or 
Foe.” 
The 
plane wishing to mak e the distinction 
sends out a series of waves. From an 
enemy ship or plane, it is reflected 
back weak ly . But a radar on a friendly 
craft returns a strong message, which 


is in a predetermined code. 
(3) The Axis nations as well as the 
Allies used 
radar. 
Before 
landings 
could be made on enemy soil most suc­ 
cessfully . 
Axis 
radars 
had 
to 
be 
jammed. And the radars of the Axis 
p artners were jammed so effectively 
that they were useless when the Allies 
made their landings both in Europe and 
on the Pacific. One of the most effective 
devices for jamming consisted of strips 
of aluminum foil about a foot long and 
an inch wide. Dropped from planes in 
bundles of 6000, they scattered widely 
and gave back a strong radar reflection 
that completely screened 
the Allied 
landing parties. 


<4) Ano ther method 
o f jamming lay 
in the use o f lo ng 
strip s o f aluminum 
fo il strung fro m parachutes. These were 
employ ed by American task iorc os in 
pre-invasion bombardments of Japanese 
islands. The parachutes were dropped 
from the planes of the American forces. 
Late in the w ar the Japanese developed 
a radar that doutd not be jammed, and 
these helped the k -amik aze suicide fly ­ 
ers to find their warship targets. 
But 
as the w ar ended the American 
scien­ 
tists developed a radar tube tha t. made 
the k amik aze radar useless.
